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for failure to file proof of liability and
property damage insurance covering
equipment.
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On September 17, 2009, in Order 01 in this docket, the Washington Utilities and
Transportation Commission (Commission) suspended common carrier permit CC-61163
held by Albert & Louise Townsend, d/b/a Al Townsend Trucking & Excavation, for
failure to file acceptable proof of liability and property damage insurance.

The Commission received acceptable proof of liability and property damage insurance on
September 22, 2009. The suspension is now lifted and you may resume operations.

ORDER

THE COMMISSION ORDERS the suspension of common carrier permit CC-61163
previously ordered in Order 01, is lifted.
